This will create admira- 


tion for your knowledge and ready wit 
among the ladies 
It should always be

The supposition is 
that Huffman had proposed to his com- 
panion to visit his relatives with him, 
and that they came east from Bement 
with the professed intention on the part 
of Huffman of going there.

ing to Hot Springs, Arkansas. Accord- 
ing to this plan the two left Blue Mound 
by the 5 o'clock train yesterday morn- 
ing for St. Louis. About noon yester- 
day Marshal Haworth, who is working 
up the case, learned the facts above sta- 
ted, and at once telegraphed the chief 
of police at St. Louis, giving a full de- 
scription of both men, and directing him 
to arrest Hoffman and detain Delbridge 
as a witness. Last evening the Marshal 
received a telegram from Chief McDon- 


ald, of St. Louis, stating that Hoffman 
had just l«fl that city and that he was 
after him. 


The officers here are now iu hourly ex- 


pectation of a telcgiam announcing the 
arrest of the suspected man. The St. 
Louis officer, of course, knew the train 
on which 'Hoffman left, and having a 
full description of him and his trunks, 
cannot fail to secure hii apprehension 
by telegraphing ahead.
